American Radio Relay League Report 


AMERICAN RADIO RELAY LEAGUE REPORT 


Chris Imlay N3AKD 
Assistant General Counsel, ARRL 


Greetings. This is being written on the last few 
days remaining before the League's Board of Directors 
meets in Orlando, Florida, and is a rather hectic time 
at Headquarters. In Washington, however, is where the 
really heavy action has been of late. Amidst the con- 
fusion inherent in the change of administrations, 
various bills are being drafted in Congress to be con- 
sidered during the 97th Congressional session. The 
League has actively presented amateur radio's views to 
various Senators and Representatives, in an effort to 
remedy a few of the problems we face from time to time. 
It submitted to numerous Congressional offices on Feb- 
ruary 25, 1981, a "Memorandum of Legislative Needs" 
of Amateur Radio. While this has been an annual pro- 
ject for the League, increased respect for amateur 
radio and sensitivity to its needs this year on Capi- 
tol Hill is encouraging. A summary of the points made 
by the League in the memo and promoted by Washington 
Coordinator WIUED, follows: 


1) Radio Frequency Interference Rejection Stand- 
ards must be established for home entertainment devices. 


Most TVI and RFI problems involving amateur radio are 
not problems with amateur transmitters, but result from 
poor filtering and/or poor design in the receivers, 
such as television sets, burglar alarms, and the like. 
The League urged, as have many members of Congress in 
the past, that legislation be introduced to require 
that radio frequency suppression design be incorporated 
in home entertainment devices. It costs so little for 
the manufacturers to do this, and could eliminate so 
many amateur's and television viewer's problems, that 
it is an extremely important matter.- Such standards 
are, strangely enough, likely to meet with resistance 
from manufacturers we are told. 


2) Point of Sale Control for radio transmitting 
equipment is simple, and can assist in stemming the 
tide of illegal "HF" operation below (and in!) the 
amateur 10 meter band. The League requests that the 
FCC be given the statutory authority to prohibit the 
sale or delivery of amateur equipment, including radio 
frequency power amplifiers, to persons not possessing 
a valid amateur license. This could do what the 10 
meter amplifier ban (FCC Docket 21116) could not do-- 
prevent out of band operation by CB'ers and others using 
high-powered amateur transmitters. A simple proof of 
license program was suggested. Should this get through 
Congress, the League would then have a better chance in 
its efforts to get the 10 meter amplifier ban lifted.

3) Amateur Radio should be exempted from Disclos- 
ure Restrictions of Section 605 of the Communications 
Act. That section renders secret the substance of 
communications "not intended for the general public." 
Unfortunately, due to a lack of expression of Congress 
intent to exempt amateur radio from the prohibitions in 
that section, it has been interpreted by the Federal 
Courts to prohibit the disclosure by an amateur of the 
content of communications, other than CQ transmissions, 
heard on amateur bands. The problems this creates are 
too numerous to mention. The worst, however, is that 
amateurs might be found in violation of Federal Law if 
they work together to track down a rule violator!) 9h 
is most urgent that the matter be clarified by revis— 
ion of the statutory language involved, so that amateurs 
may continue to do the sort of self-enforcement we are 
so well respected for. 


4) Amateur radio license terms should be extended 
to 10 years or more, since there is little achieved by 
renewals except to delete stations from the rolls, and 
a longer term would save FCC manpower better used to 
render other needed services to amateurs. 


5) Volunteer Assistance by Amateurs to the Commi- 
ssion is useful and is important to the continuation of 


the hamfest FCC exam program, enforcement efforts, and 
the like. Currently Federal law prohibits the accept-— 
ance of volunteer services to officers or employees of 
the U.S. government except as specifically authorized 
by law. Due to budget cuts and reallocations of per- 
sonnel at the FCC in the last few years, the Field Oper- 
ations Bureau has been forced to eliminate hamfest 
exams from its programs. This and amateur enforcement 
activities would be more readily available if the Comm- 
ission could make use of organized volunteer amateur 
groups to work together and administer exams, monitor 
malicious interference complaints, and the like. 


Finally, the League requested that the FCC's 
Field Operations Bureau be given sufficient funding to 
monitor malicious interference problems, reinstitute 
club, military and special event callsigns, and admin- 
istration of amateur exams at hamfests and conventions, 
While this is a time of belt-tightening in the govern- 
ment, perhaps if no other way is open, reimposition of 
nominal license and license renewal fees could be used, 
but only if directly translated into additional services 
to amateurs. No good could result if license fees 
appeared again, only to be lost in the government bureau- 
cracy. 


The League's legislative proposal has already borne 
offspring in the form of HR-2203, a bill introduced by 
Congressman William E. Dannemeyer (California) to permit 
the FCC to use volunteers and voluntary organizations 
in the monitoring of violations for amateur station 
transmissions. In addition, this bill exempts such 
volunteers from the interpretations of the secrecy pro- 
visions of Section 605 of the Communications Act, so 
that they may disclose what they hear on the amateur 
bands. (A note to your Congressman supporting this bill 
would be a helpful thing to do.)

FCC HIGHLIGHTS 


FCC IS CLOSING SEVERAL OFFICES AND A MONITORING 
STATION DUE TO IT'S REDUCED BUDGET. Beginning with 
the 508 personnel level of a year ago (March '80), 

the Commission's Field Operations Bureau will suffer 

a pro rata decline down to a 438 personnel level as 

of the end of Fiscal Year (Sept. 30) 1982. However, 
the five currently-in-office FCC Commissioners have 
allocated three more positions from their own staff 
complement to the Field Operations Bureau to keep the 
end of F.Y. '82 personnel ceiling up at 441 people. 
Half of this loss is due to budget cuts imposed upon 
FCC under the Carter administration and the other 

half will be the result of added budget cuts imposed 
by the Reagan administration. While recommendations 
from the U.S. Congress could cause changes, as this 
was written FCC had planned to close it's Field Offices 
at Cincinatti, Pittsburgh, Little Rock, Saint Louis, 
Savannah and Washington, D.C., and the Monitoring 
station at Anchorage. (The 3 positions given up by 
the Commissioners prevents the additional loss of a 
three-person Field office). FCC's total loss of pers- 
onnel will be about 300 people. In addition to the 
cut in personnel, the Bureau will lose a very subs- 
tantial amount of other object money (such as for 
supplies, equipment, travel expense, etc.) which will 
result in further curtailment of the times and places 
of giving Amateur operator license examinations. 

There will be a cut in the number of regularly sched- 
uled examinations at Field Offices and other locations, 
and in the special examinations at Ham-fests and Conven- 
tions. However, where no official travel expense is 
involved, such special examinations may be given at 
locations of fully staffed Field Offices. 


BEACON OPERATION ON 10.125 MHz BY AMATEUR/EXPERIMENTAL 
LICENSEE Mark Pressman, N4DR/KK2XGH has been author- 
ized by FCC's Office of Science and Technology for 
"propagation studies" (February 20, 1981). Power is 
20 watts and operation is between 8:30 and 10:30 PM 
EST. A longer operating period can be expected later. 


POSSIBLE MARINE USE OF THE 220 - 225 MHz BAND WAS 
RULED OUT BY FCC when it adopted it's January 29th 
Order in General Docket No. 80-1 confining the inland 
waterways communication system to 216-220 MHz. The 
Order release date was March 11. A Notice of Proposed 
Rule Making was issued last year which proposed 216- 
225 MHz for the system. Although FCC called the 
inclusion of the Amateur 220-225 MHz band a typograph- 
ical error, there was some suspicion that it was a 
trial balloon. In any case, the Amateur response was 
to file numerous strong protests with the Commission. 


AMPLIFIER MODIFICATION INSTRUCTIONS TO ADD THE 10 
METER BAND are being furnished by some Amateur ampli- 
fier manufacturers. All of those I recently contacted 
require a copy of the Amateur’s license before they 
will provide the information. Where additional parts 
are required, most of the manufacturers will furnish 
them. Sections 2.1001, 2.815, 95.509, 97.72, 97.76 and 
97.77 of FCC's rules in effect prohibit manufacture and 
sale of transmitter amplifiers capable of any signifi- 
cant amplification between 24 and 35 MHz. It was sche- 
duled to automatically expire April 28, 1981. FCC has 
ordered deletion of the auto-expiration clause from 
those rule sections which, in effect, continues the 
prohibition indefinitely. It is feared that amend- 
ment of the rules to provide for the ten meter band in 
type accepted amplifiers manufactured for genuine Ama- 
teur use would provide a loophole whereby manufacturers 
of illegal CB type amplifiers would defeat attempts to 
penalize them in the courts. So, any relief from this 
restriction is not likely for some time. 


THE 160 METER BAND RULE AMENDMENT removing most of the 
present power and frequency limitations has been drafted 
and is slowly moving on it's way to the Commissioners 
for consideration. 


ARRL'S TALK ABOUT A PETITION TO EXPAND SOME OF THE HF 
PHONE BANDS has resulted in receipt of a number of 
comments at FCC in spite of the fact that the League 
has not yet filed it with FCC! 


AVAILABILITY OF FCC'S NEW AMATEUR TOWER CLEARANCE FORM 
may be delayed for a long time, according to an FCC 
official. Approval of a new Form is apparently a long 
and tedious process at FCC. In the meantime, the old 
procedure will prevail. See Section 97.45 of the Ama- 
teur Radio Service Rules for the procedure. All anten- 
nas over 200 feet high, and many within four miles of 
an airport runway, may require a clearance before erec- 
tion. 


A FCC JUDGE REVOKED THE K@MGQ AMATEUR STATION LICENSE 
of Jerry J. Wells, Pueblo, Colo., and suspended his 
Advanced Class Operator License for the remainder of 
it's term. The Judge concluded that Wells had oper- 
ated on 27.550 MHz in violation of the Amateur rules. 


FCC APPEARANCES ON AMATEUR CONVENTION PROGRAMS MAY BE 
REDUCED by the Reagan administration's budget cuts. 
Private Radio Bureau participation may well be limited 
to the ARRL National, Dayton and SAROC conventions. 


RUMORS PERSIST THAT THE PRIVATE RADIO BUREAU CHIEF MAY 
LEAVE FCC. From HR Report (2/30/81): '"The...Bureau's 
sometimes controversial Chief, Carlos Roberts, is 
reported by the Washington rumor mill to be planning 
to leave the FCC to join a major communications firm." 
The P.R. Bureau is responsible for Amateur rules and 
licenses,

APPLIANCE OPERATORS 


One advantage of growing old (there are a few!) 
is that long term trends become more apparent. For 
example, one often hears veteran amateurs bemoaning 
the gradual decline in home construction of our trans-— 
mitters and receivers. I suppose it all started 60 
years ago when hams began buying tubes instead of 
making them, and to the crusty old timer it has been 
downhill ever since. 


One must agree, however, that there is a certain 
logic in employing the lovely products a galloping 
technology places in our hands. In today's busy world, 
it doens't make much sense, for example, to wind a 
transformer (unless you happen to enjoy winding trans- 
formers). The same thing applies to laboriously const- 
ructing a circuit with discrete components, when you 
can, for a dollar or so, purchase a chip that will do 
the same thing . . . perhaps even better. 


This argument can be extended to apply to the 
purchase of a whole receiver, transmitter or trans— 
ceiver, as well. They are available with so much less 
time and trouble than it would take us to build them 
. . + so we buy them and then we begin to experiment 
with them. (At least some of us do; others, however, 
are loathe to drill a hole or. make a change lest it 
affect the resale value!) 


The real trouble today is that many of us no 
longer even attempt simple repairs om our own equip- 
ment. We go so far as to keep the original carton so 
we can ship our set back to the factory for repairs, 
as these are needed. 


It doesn't require much imagination to see that 
an important public service dimension of amateur 
radio, that of training circuit-wise experts who have 
the ability to repair and improvise to keep things 
going, is in jeopardy. "So what" you say? Just this; 
what is so special about a group of people that they 
should have their own frequency bands on which to test, 
experiment and explore technology, if they can't even 
develop the ability to fix their own equipment? 


"Aha," some will reply, "but equipment today has 
become so small, compact and loaded with special parts 
that field maintenance has become a virtual impossi- 
bility." And it is a fact that factory repair of 
amateur radio equipment has in the past decade or so 
become a bustling business. 


Perhaps, then, the time has come to place greater 
emphasis on the design of equipment so that it can be 
maintained by the owner. W2GHK/4 will tell you, with 
a twinkle in his eye, that he is all for the way things 
are going. "Now that hams send their equipment back to 
the factory for repair," he says, "at any given moment 
about half of them are off the air waiting for it to 
come back, and it reduces the QRM level?"

Should, for example, 
"new equipment" reviews in the amateur press spend a 
little more time telling us whether this beautiful 
new, compact piece of factory-made gear is going to 
have to spend much of its life traveling to and from 
its birthplace for repairs or readjustment? Should we 
not insist upon technical manuals that give us more 
than a block diagram and a paragraph on fuse changing? 
Or do we just want to buy it, plug it in. . .and talk?

League petitions the Commission for definition of 
operating privileges at 10.1-10.15 MHz. On March 3, 
1981, the League filed a Petition for Rule Making call- 
ing for early allocation of the new 10.1-10.15 MHz 
amateur band. By direction of the League's Board of 
Directors, after study by a special committee of 
possible mode allocations, requested that the band: 


1. Be added to the frequency privileges of Gen- 
eral, Advanced and Extra licenses; 

2. Be limited to Al and Fl emissions, the latter 
at a band rate of 300 or less; 

3. Provide for SSB telephony in the band in the 
event of a Commission-declared emergency, 
as defined in Section 97.107 of the Rules. 

4. Provide for a power limitation of 250 watts 
input. 


These proposals were made following extensive analysis 
of comments from the. U.S. and overseas. It was felt 
that this band bridges a propagation gap between 7 and 
14 MHz useful to General, Advanced and Extra class 
licensees. Because it is shared with fixed services 
and is so narrow, Al and Fl were judged to be the most 
appropriate emissions, to allow as many stations as 
possible on the band at one time. The same rationale 
holds for the suggestion of a 250-watt input power 
limitation. In any case, the League requested alloca- 
tion on January 1, 1982, or sooner if the Senate rati- 
fies the WARC-79 Final Acts before them.

AN AMATEUR STATION POWER LIMIT OF 2000 WATTS PEP 
INPUT to the final amplifier when using SSB (A3) is 
proposed in the "plain language" rules (AR Rule 31 - 
present rule 97.67). Also, proposed plain language 
rule 97.310 provides that FCC would measure power 
output with a radio frequency power meter in your 
antenna transmission line and multiply that measure- 


ment by 1.25 to determine the peak envelope power 
input. 


TRANSMISSION OF THE AMATEUR STATION CALL SIGNS OF

"There is a more serious side to my thumbs down atti- 
tude toward the present call sign policy... Having 
lived in Japan, I was fortunate enough to have obtained 
an operator's and station permit. These "licenses' are 
issued by the U.S. Fifth Air Force to U.S. personnel 
stations in Japan possessing valid U.S. Amateur Radio 
licenses. As you can imagine, since the Government of 
Japan has no control or jurisdiction concerning thses 
licenses, they have made it illegal for any Japanese 

or Okinawan station to contact any of these ‘pseudo 
Amateur Stations.'. . . the call sign assigned to U.S. 
personnel in Japan is KA, followed by a numeral from 
1-9 which indicates the prefecture of the country you 
are located and that is followed by two letters, 
usually the operator's initials. To this day, I get 
letters from my (Japanese) acquaintances who explain 
that they, as a rule (or force of habit) play it safe 
and usually zip by a lot of the KA signals they hear."

" T remember a few years ago the FCC said that with 
the growing amateur community and the ballooning CB 
licensing that it was getting too over-loaded. Then 
they decide to make additional work for themselves by 
changing the entire call sign system around. This 
does not seem to make much sense to me. I do not see 
the importance of having a system of call signs in 
which to designate ones class of license. I hold an 
advanced license and now have a 2X2 call; I would 
rather have, if it were possible, a 1X3 call that would 
begin with a W. . .this whole idea of different types 
of call signs seems to be an additional burden to 

FCC. I also feel that the FCC should retain the club 
call signs. A club call sign is like part of the 
club's name; one can associate a particular call sign 
with the name of a club, much like W1AW goes with 
ARRL. I personally feel that all clubs new and old 
showld have the right to a separate call sign."

"From this perspective, FCC's call sign looks jerry- 
built; I hope the Japanese don't start marketing sleek 
new digital call signs. Because of some changes, 

many old friends who have been out of touch can no 
longer recognize one another. Especially on cw, two 
old and dear friends might QSO and never know; for 
very active hams and old timers with a very wide 

range of friendships that could be a genuine tragedy. 
Because of other changes, the call area number no 
longer conveys the station location or licensee's 
residence; since some conform and some don't, none are 
reliable. And despite the changes, since the Commis— 
sion has neither converted all old license nor 

adhered completely to its new format, the call sign 
owner's license class is not conveyed either. And 

for what? There was no demand for this."

GODDARD SPACE FLIGHT CENTER, MD. -- A special Space Shuttle operation will be conducted by the Goddard 
Amateur Radio Club when NASA's first manned space flight in six years is launched in April, John Annen, 
Club President, announced today. 


While no date has been set for the launch of the Shuttle Columbia, Annen said the club and its station 
WA3NAN intends to conduct concentrated operations during at least two periods of the shuttle's pro- 
posed 54-hour flight. The first, he said, will be from one hour before liftoff to two hours after lift- 
off. The second, he explained, will be from two hours before reentry to one hour after touchdown,
